KTM bankrupt? 


T hat was the big rumor circulating in the pits at the December 7 Laughlin 


Jeff Stanton (Hon) swept both main 
eyents of the December 6-7 Geneva 
Supercross doubleheader in Geneva, 
Switzerland. Larry Ward (Suz) fin- 
ished second and Jeremy McGrath 
(Hon) was third on the first day, while 
Guy Cooper (Suz) was the runner-up 
and Mike LaRocco (Kaw) third on 
day two. 


Frenchman Jean-Michel Bayle 
crashed on the first day of the Geneva 
Supercross and injured his right arm. 
Apparently the Camel Supercross, 250 
and 500cc National Champion’s 
Honda landed on his arm, injuring the 
elbow and muscle in the lower arm 
close to where it was broken in 1990. 


Stefan Everts (Suz) was the overall 
winner of the December 7-8 Genoa 
Superbowl Supercross in Genoa, Italy. 
The 125cc World Champion won the 
first day of competition and was the 
runner-up to Larry Ward (Suz) on 
day two. Jeromy Buehl (Hon) fin- 
ished second on the first day while Jeff 
Matiasevich (Kaw) finished third in 
both main events. 


National Hare & Hound Champion 
Danny Hamel (KTM) scored the 
overall win at the Best in the Desert 
Laughlin World Championship Hare 
Scrambles, in Laughlin, Nevada, 
December 7. Jimmy Lewis (KTM) 
was the runner-up, while Scott Mor- 
ris (Kaw), John Rudder (ATK) and 
Brent Fox (Yam) rounded out the top 
five, respectively. 


Italian Marco Lucchinnelli, 37, the 
1981 World 500cc Road Race Cham- 
pion, was arrested on drug trafficking 
charges in Bologna, Italy, on 
December 7. 


The reign of Bob Gregg as vice 
president and executive publisher of 
Cycle World magazine proved to be 
a short-lived one, as it came to an end 
last week. Prior to joining Cycle World 
this past summer, Gregg sold his 
Metzeler tire distributorship to Met- 
zeler but remained with the company 
as chairman of the board and presi- 
dent. Many people in the motorcycle 
industry saw that as a conflict of 
interest, but Hachette Magazines, Inc., 
publisher of Cycle World, said it 
wouldn't be. It turns out it was. "He 
has agreed to leave the company,” said 
Cycle World Vice President and Pub- 
lisher Larry Little. “The conflict of 
interest could not be resolved.” 


Danny Hockie, 38, succumbed to 
cancer on Thanksgiving Day, 
November 28. Hockie began racing by 
competing in desert races in the Mini 
class at the age of nine. He then 
competed in trials and TT scrambles 
before becoming a professional flat 
track racer. Stricken with lung cancer 
three years ago, Hockie was given a 
clean bill of health following the 
removal of one lung, but he recently 
felt ill and was diagnosed as having 
terminal cancer. A memorial service 
was held on Tuesday, December 3. He 
is survived by his wife Jeanine, daugh- 
ters Nicole and Jessica, and parents 
William and Ida. Cards and letters can 
be sent to the family at 1029 Shamrock, 
Corona, CA 91720. 


The Northern California Motoring 
Press Association will honor Chris 
Carr and Jim Filice at its annual 
awards banquet on Saturday night, 
January 11, in San Jose, California. 
Carr will be feted for winning his 
fourth consecutive AMA. National 
Championship 600cc Dirt Track Series 
title and for tieing Scott Parker in 











Camel Pro Series competition. Filice, 
who won the AMA 250cc Grand Prix 
Road Race Series title, will be honored 
for his comeback following near-fatal 
injuries in a car crash. The banquet 
will take place at the Santa Clara 
Convention Center and it is open to 
the public. For more information, call 
Bill Spencer at 408/436-8228. 


Although there is a good chance that 
there will not be a United States Grand 
Prix road race in 1992, the AMA hasn't 
completely ruled out the possibility of 
the race returning to Laguna Seca 
International Raceway. "It's a 
premature statement at this time to say 
that there won't be a GP," Bill Amick 
said. “We know they are still pursuing 
the race. Right now it's down to 
pricing structure and it's just a matter 
of if Lee (Moselle of SCRAMP) and 
Bernie Eccelstone can reach an agree- 
ment. We certainly hope it can con- 
tinue, but right now it's as murky as 
it can be." Reportedly, Eccelstone is 
planning on charging race promoters 
$1 million to hold a Grand Prix. 


AMA Superbike National Champion 
Thomas Stevens inked a contract 
with Rob Muzzy on "Thursday, 
December 5, to contest the 1991 AMA 
Superbike Series on factory-backed 
Kawasakis. Stevens won the Superbike 
title on a Vance & Hines Yamaha — 
Yamaha’s first in 14 years of superbike 
racing. “I’m real happy,” Stevens said 
on December 5. "I'm signing the 
papers right now. I felt it was the best 
business decision I could make for my 
career and that's why I've gone with 
Rob (Muzzy). He has a good team and 
Im really happy to be a part of it." 
Stevens will join his rival, number-two 
ranked AMA Superbike rider Scott 
Russell, on the Muzzy Kawasaki 
team. "Scott's a professional and I 
think we'll put together a good show- 
ing. I think we'll both win a lot of 
races. I've had fast teammates before, 
so I don't see it as a problem." 


According to Vance & Hines crew chief 
Steve Johnson, Thomas Stevens will 
likely not be replaced. Johnson said 
that the team will probably field only 
two riders in 1992, Jamie James and 
Larry Schwarzbach. Johnson also 
ended speculation that Stevens' tuner 
Jim Leonard would also join Muzzy 
Kawasaki. Leonard, according to 
Johnson, will now tune for Jamie 
James, with James' 1991 tuner Al 
Ludington leaving the squad. 


Marlboro has withdrawn its support 
for Marlboro Team Roberts in the 
WERA Formula USA Series. Sources 
close to the team blame budget cuts 
at Phillip Morris as the reason for 
Marlboro pulling its sponsorship. The 
end result is likely to be that 500cc GP 
bikes will no longer be raced in the 
WERA series. “It’s tough times these 
days and tobacco companies are mak- 
ing some tough choices right now," 
WERA spokesman Doug Gonda said 
in response to the news of Marlboro's 
withdrawal. “We're disappointed 
right now, but in some ways we may 
benefit. With our purse increasing for 
next year we may see more support 
from other teams that didn't want to 
race against 500s. I really don't see it 
hurting us." Marlboro's withdrawal 
means that both F-USA Champion 
Rich Oliver and runner-up Robbie 
Petersen don't have rides for 1992. 


The purse increase Doug Gonda 
mentions is a 60% increase for the 
WERA Pro Series. The F-USA per- 
event purse is now $18,750 with 
Formula II paying $11,100; the WERA 











Hare Scrambles in Nevada. According to KTM America's Scot Harden, who 
attended the race,“. . . something has happened over there (in Austria). One 
thing we do know for sure is that the bank has taken over control of KTM Austria's 
assets in the sport motorcycle division. As of today (Monday, December 9), 
production of KTM motorcycles still continues, top administers are still in place, 
and all the employees are still there. KTM (Austria) was handed papers Friday 
(December 7), so we really don't know a whole lot about the situation right now." . 
“The bank wants to keep operations going," said Rod Bush, president of KTM 
America. “New plans are underway right now, regarding new management in 
Austria. Proposals will be made this week regarding new personnel and so on, 
but, as far as decisions being made, it could take up to two weeks." 
Bush confirmed Harden's statement that KTM motorcycles are still moving 
on the assembly line. “For now, the production of KTM motorcycles continues 
and will continue," Bush said. “KTM America is open for business as usual and 


will continue to support our dealers fully." 


As far as KTM's race plans, at the Laughlin race, KTM factory and support 
riders were notified of the situation in Austria and were told that they are free 
to do whatever they feel is in their best interest. 

“As soon as KTM (America) heard the news, they came right out and explained 
the whole situation," said National Hare & Hound Champion Danny Hamel. 
Hamel, who won the Laughlin race, recently extended his contract to race KTM 


motorcycles in the U.S. for the 1992 season. 


“Harden and KTM have our (KTM factory and support riders) best interests 
in mind and told us to go out and see what else is there. Right now, I'm looking 
at my options and I'm working on a few things,” added Hamel. "Um really bummed 
out about the whole situation. KTM has always been good to me and I sure 


hope that everything works out for them." 


National Endurance Series will pay a 
purse of $3000 per event. 


WERA has also released a tentative 
10-event 1992 schedule. The series 
is set to begin at Willow Springs 
International Raceway on April 5 and 
will end on November 1 at the Grand 
National Finals at Road Atlanta. A 
new addition to the schedule is a round 
at the Arapahoe Park Circuit near 
Denver, Colorado. The 1991 WERA 
Pro Series consisted of eight races. 


Commonwealth Honda team owner 
Martin Adams has signed road racer 
Mike Smith to join Tom Kipp on 
the team's Honda RC30s and CBR600s 
for the 1992 AMA road race season. 
Adams was attempting to re-sign 
Miguel DuHamel for the '92 season, 
but DuHamel's on-going negotiations 
with Sonauto Yamaha forced him to 
look elsewhere. “I’m happy and sad," 
Adams said on Monday, December 9. 
“I think Mike and Tom are excellent 
choices, but you've got to miss a 
lightning rod like Miguel. We'll try 
and do it again; we'll get on with 
business and do our best." Smith won 
the 1990 WERA Formula USA Cham- 
pionship on a Team Suzuki GSXR, 
but missed the majority of the 1991 
season with a broken wrist. 


DuHamel, though, has yet to sign a 
contract, according to his manager 
Alan Labrosse. When asked if the 
chances of DuHamel signing with 
Sonauto Yamaha were good, Labrosse 
answered: '"There's a good chance we 
will see him riding GPs, but he hasn't 
signed anything with anybody.” 


Martin Adams also reports that his 
team will again receive backing from 
Camel in 1992. “We have Camel's full 
support for 1992," Adams said. “That 
shows us we must have done some- 
thing right. And Honda has also 


stepped up their technical support for 


next year.” 


With Mike Smith making the move to 
Commonwealth Racing, Britt Tur- 
kington and David Sadowski will 
join Yoshimura Suzuki for the 1992 
season. Turkington rode a Team 
Suzuki Endurance bike in 1991 while 
Sadowski sat out most of the year after 
undergoing back surgery. 








New Century Communications, 
Inc. of Cleveland, Ohio, of which 
Edgell Communications is a 
wholly owned subsidiary, has 
announced it will file for federal 
protection from its creditors under 
Chapter 11 of the U.S. Bankruptcy 
Code. Edgell Communications pub- 
lishes Motorcycle Dealernews maga- 
zine and produces and manages the 
annual Dealernews Motorcycle Expos. 
According to New Century Commun- 
ications, they've reached an agreement 
in principle with the company's major 
lenders and investors on a financial 
restructuring plan that will convert a 
substantial portion of the company's 
outstanding debt and all of its pre- 
ferred stock to equity. This, it’s said; 
will reduce the company's current debt 
and preferred stock from approxi- 
mately $368 million to approximately 
$192 million. Richard B. Swank, 
chairman and chief executive officer 
of Edgell Communications, said, 
“This action (a “prepackaged” Chap- 
ter 11 filing after formal acceptances 
of its lenders and investors are 
obtained) should not be misinter- 
preted . . . Edgell’s businesses are fun- 
damentally sound and have burgeon- 
ing potential.’’ Kevin Johnstone, sales 
director of Edgell Expositions, said, 
“We anticipate no interruption in our 
exposition schedule or service to our 
customers.”

Keystone State land closure 


In the heart of central Pennsylvania, 

off-road enthusiasts have enjoyed 
riding on privately owned coal land 
for many years. The area is known as 
Tower City and has an abundance of 
riding opportunities that are hard to 
equal. 
Just like we’ve read about favorite 
riding areas open one weekend and 
closed off the next, well, this has finally 
happened to us. A large parking area 
has been posted off-limits and is being 
patrolled by game wardens who will 
fine you for trespassing. 

The original problem, I believe, 
stems from off-roaders spinning 
donuts and throwing stones on the 
roadway. The stones pose a problem 
because they puncture the tires of the 
coal-laden trucks traveling on the road. 
Now I hear rumors about fist fights 
between. riders and coal miners and 
game wardens, a stolen bulldozer, and 
no trespassing signs torn from the 
ground. Is this kind off-road enthusiast 
in love with the sport? Is this the kind 
of guy who we want to leave a lasting 
impression on a coal land owner? 
Finally, is this the image we as off- 
road enthusiasts want conveyed to the 
public in general? 

If you answered no to those three 
questions, then you must act fast. It 
may already be too late for some areas. 
'The Pennsylvania Trail Riders Asso- 
ciation (PATRA) has been in contact 
with two major coal companies in an 
effort to divert impending disaster. We 
will be coordinating clean-ups in 
problem areas and along the roadsides 
which border coal land. Our goal is 
to represent ourselves as being respon- 
'sible, respectable, and appreciative. 
Even this is little guarantee that the 
land will remain open. 

If you love off-road motorcycling, 
then you have a responsibility to keep 
our sport alive and well. Get off your 
butt, join a club and become active in 
it. Write letters, make phone calls, 
solicit members and set a good exam- 
ple by being a spokesperson for our 
sport. Loss of the Tower City riding 
area will have far-reaching consequen- 
ces for riders from New Jersey, Mary- 
land and, of course, Pennsylvania. 
Individually, we have little power to 
prevent disaster . . . together we have 
a chance.

Renthal/Tsubaki/Shoei/SND-backed 
Kawasaki to pick off riders and. go on 
to defeat the field. 

Windham, the 85cc (12-13) Cham- 
pion, commented, “I got a good lead, 
started having fun, and ran at top speed 
off an S-turn into the woods. I was 
lucky to save a fall and keep the lead.” 

No other race during the week was 
as close as the Skaggs/Maximoff duel 
in the 85cc (14-15) class. Skaggs, riding 
with a bandaged hand, led until the 
final lap when Maximoff came alive, 
moved by and preserved the win. 

Maximoff explained, ''I started 
racing hare scrambles and it is my 
specialty. Robbie’s hand bothered him, 
but he rode really hard and was tough 
to beat. I congratulated him on a great 
series." 

Earl May, the Plus 25 Expert Cham- 
pion, said, “It took me four trys to get 
my big Yamaha started. When I finally 
took the lead from Bigelow, I was 
through. I was sure glad to see the 
checkered flag.” 

Bigelow scored the final victory in 
the Plus 30 class and drew praise from 
eventual champ Ron Jones. “That 
Michigan guy can fly in this sand. He 
burned me alive," said Jones. 

Plotts and Upton each won a Grand 
Prix class and class championship in 
the 125 and 250cc B classes. 

Upton said, “I couldn't pass Damien 
in the 125cc heat until a lapper slowed 
him down and helped me out.” 

Ben Trask chased eventual 500cc B 
champion Mike Welsh, who struggled 
with sand in his eyes, but took the 
Grand Prix win. 

Powermist/BS Racing/Answer/

Stanton hits stride m Tokyo

TOKYO, JAPAN, DEC. 1 


66 he old Jeff Stanton is back,” 
T proclaimed the Tokyo Super- 
cross winner about himself, 

“but with a few minor improvements.” 
Team Honda's Stanton, a former 
four-time Camel Supercross and 250cc 
National Champion, took a step 
towards regaining the titles he lost to 
Frenchman Jean-Michel Bayle when 


he scored a runaway victory in Jingu 
Stadium. 

“I’ve trimmed down some and I've 
started riding a little smoother,” said 
the 23-year-old from Sherwood, Mich- 
igan. "I'm not bull-dogging the bike 
as much as I used to. I’m ready to win 
some championships.” 

Finishing second to Stanton was 





Kawasaki's Jeff Ward, who overcame 
Suzuki’s Larry Ward, who fell a few 
laps earlier, on lap 15 of the 20-lap 
main. Larry Ward held on to finish 
third with Mike Kiedrowski crossing 
the line fourth. Rounding out the top 
five was Bayle, who crashed in the first 
turn and went off thé course in the 
middle of the race. However, Bayle had 
already clinched the Masters of Moto- 
cross title and the $50,000 prize that 
came with it. 

The popular Tokyo event attracted 
another sellout crowd announced at 
53,000, most of whom paid the equi- 
valent of $70 to enter the stadium. They 
were treated to a Saturday night 
“Crossed Up" contest; won by Dutch- 
man John Van den Berk, a 125cc 
Japanese National, mini and quadcy- 
cle exhibition races, and an off-road 
truck run. 

It also marked the final stop of Rick 
Johnson’s farewell tour. A five-time 
winner of Japanese supercross events, 
Johnson has long been the darling of 
Tokyo race fans. 

“Japan will always have a special 
place in my heart because I won my 
first supercross here in 1982,” said 
seven-time Supercross and outdoor 
National Champion Johnson during 
his Saturday night goodbye. “I have 
always enjoyed racing for the Japanese 
fans and hope to compete in front of 
them in the near future as a truck 
racer." 

Organizers gave Johnson his race- 
winning '86 Honda CR250 engine, 
cutaway and mounted on a plaque, 
after taking one last ceremonial lap 
around the Jingu Stadium course. 
Ironically, Johnson was outfitted with 
an arm cast due to a recent surgical 
procedure to fuse the oft-injured right 
wrist, the one that caused his moto- 
Cross career to end prematurely. 

Noticeably absent from the Tokyo 
Supercross was the entire Team 
Yamaha contingent of Damon Brad- 








shaw, Jeff Emig and Doug Dubach, 
who were mentioned to be in the 
process of testing their '92 race bikes 
elsewhere in the country. Also absent 
was Team Suzuki's Guy Cooper, who 
was injured in a previous European 
stadium event. 

Another famous American, Tuf 
Racing's Ron Lechien, was on hand 
but didn't make the program. A 
spectacular practice crash left the 1985 
125cc National Champion on the 
sidelines for the main event. 

“I hurt my back, my shoulder, my 
elbow, everything hurts," said 
Lechien, who was coming off a victory 
three weeks earlier at the Osaka 
Supercross. “I came off of the triple 
jump in practice with my feet out, 
trying to show off a little, and the bike 
dropped away from me. I landed on 
the rear wheel, straight up and down, 
and (the bike) got away from me. I'm 
too sore to ride now; I'd be a road 
hazard out there tonight." 

The triple jump that Lechien 
crashed on was just one of the many 
tricky, American-style obstacles on the 
Jingu layout, made all the more 
difficult by the narrowness of the track. 
Throughout the race program riders 
were slipping and falling all over the 
hard-packed track. In fact, the main 
event saw practically every rider in the 
top 10 have at least one spill in 20 laps 
of racing. 

'The heat races got underway with 
an upset of sorts as rising South 
African star Greg Albertijn posted a 
start-to-finish win ahead of Jeff Ward 
and 125cc World Champion Stefan 
Everts. Albertijn grabbed the holeshot 
from the inside as both Ward and 
Everts fell in the first left-hand corner. 
The short, seven-lap heats left Ward 
and Everts with no chance of catching 
Albertijn. 

“I was real happy to win," admitted 
18-year-old Albertijn, “and a little bit 
surprised. I'll try to line up on the 
inside again in the main and get a good 
start. I'd be happy to finish in the top 
five tonight because there's so many 
good guys here." z 

Jeff Ward was a comfortable second 
with Everts, who won the previous 
Masters race in Holland, fourth behind 
Japanese pilot Tadakazu Ohtsuka. 

Another first-turn crash in heat two 
saw five-time American Amateur 
National champion Tim Ferry go 
down in a heap with several domestic 
riders. Ferry was making his profes- 
sional supercross debut in Japan as a 
guest of Yokohama Tires and organ- 
izer Jun Kimura's Kyodo Racing. 

At the front of the pack Bieffe Suzuki 
pilot Donny Schmit led Stanton, but 
only until the first section of nine 
whoops. 

The final heat saw Van den Berk 
pull the holeshot from the middle on 
the gate, but his lead didn't last long 
as Kawasaki newcomer Mike LaRocco : 
and Bayle motored by in a duel for 
the point. Their battle landed both 
riders on the ground as they collided 
through the infield whoops just before 
the halfway mark. Van den Berk and 
Micky Dymond both motored past the 
carnage. 

Within another two laps Bayle and 
LaRocco raced back into the top two 
positions and finished in that order. 

"Everything feels pretty good for 
this race," said Bayle in the winner's 
circle. The Frenchman was coming off 
of a practice crash-induced back injury 
that caused him to miss the previous 
week's race in Holland. “I have just 
a little pain now. I feel much better 
than I have in the last two weeks." 

It was rumored in the pits that 
Bayle's appearance fee for the Japanese 
event may have been the largest 
amount ever paid in show money to

a single rider. Estimates of the exact 
amount, which was unknown to all 
but Bayle and the promoters, ranged 
from $40,000 to $75,000. 

Jimmy Button, the only American 
in the first semi, ran away with the 
victory and thus qualified for a spot 
in the main event. In semi two, Ferry 
was once again laid out in the first 
corner and couldn’t qualify after 
starting one-half lap down. The 
Florida teenager made the main event 
after putting on a crowd-pleasing 
cross-up clinic throughout his runa- 
way Last Chance Qualifier victory. 

Before the final got underway the 
riders were allowed a parade lap, 
during which Dymond suffered an 
embarrassing spill off of the centerfield 
tunnel jump. 

“I just slid off when I landed and 
went down," admitted Dymond. “I’ve 
crashed on the parade lap before." 
Dymond might have found comfort in 
the fact that Jeff Matiasevich crashed 
here during the parade lap last year, 
then got up and won the main event. 

When the gate finally dropped at 
5:30, it was no great surprise to see Van 
den Berk jump into the lead. The 
Suzuki rider was flanked by Schmit, 
the two Wards and Ferry as he rolled 
over the first step-up jump. Kiedrowski 
was midpack, mired with Dymond and 
Button and Japanese stars Ohtsuka 
and Takamasa Takagi. Back in turn 
one lay Bayle, LaRocco, Everts and 
Albertijn. Bayle admitted fault for the 
pileup. 

"I think that I touched something 
on Jeff's (Stanton) bike and it made 
me go left," explained Bayle, who was 
last to get back into the race. “I hit 
a hay bale and crashed in front of the 
others.” 

Ferry was also out of the picture by 
the time Bayle and the others got 
going. The stadium rookie had drifted 
off the first triple jump and performed 
a spectacular crash. 

“I just missed on that first jump,” 
said Ferry. “Someone told me that 
Bayle did the same thing in his first 
supercross race (Anaheim ’89), so I 
guess I’m in good company.” 

Jeff Ward made short work of Van 
den Berk, as did fifth-plce starter 
Stanton. But Ward’s time in the lead 
was short-lived. 

“There were five whoops after the 
tunnel that I wasn't jumping," said 
Ward. “I was going to do them but 
Ijust chickened out. I was hoping that 
no one behind me was good enough 
to do them, but Stanton was right there 
and jumped by.” 

While Stanton immediately set a fast 
pace and tried to take the race away 
from the others, Jeff Ward suffered 





another displacement, this time at the 
hands of the red-hot Larry Ward. 

“I went off into the hay bales and 
that let Larry by," said Jeff Ward. 
"Once I got up I was with a lapper 
and fell off again.” 

After five laps the top five were 
Stanton, Larry Ward, Jeff Ward, 
Schmit and Kiedrowski. Schmit was 
passed by Kiedrowski a few laps later, 
while further back Bayle's progress 
soon had him breathing down Everts' 
neck. They were battling together 
behind Schmit and Van den Berk, 
making for a four-rider parade of 125cc 
World Champions. 

Schmit and Van den Berk were both 
overtaken before Bayle got Everts by 
gliding across the same five-whoop 
section where Stanton took the lead. 
At that point the Frenchman looked 
as if he might be able to move up and 
challenge the two Wards, but instead 
he suffered another spill when he 
missed the corner following the fast 
whoop section and veered off the track. 

“I just missed the turn," joked Bayle, 
who lost a position to Everts before 
getting back on the track. “Maybe I 
forgot to brake or something. I really 
don't remember. It happened very 
quickly. I was just trying to make a 
show of it after I crashed on the start.” 

Stanton was still attacking at the 
halfway mark and held a lead of nearly 
15 seconds on Larry Ward, who was 
doing a good job of inching away from 
Jeff Ward. But several laps later in 
front of the starting gate Larry Ward's 
wheels went out from under him. 

"It was real hard-packed in that 
corner and I just gave it too much gas,” 
said Ward. “I got up as fast as I could 
and Jeff was still behind me, but I lost 
my momentum.” 

Larry Ward was also suffering from 
a slipping clutch. 

"I adjusted the lever after the heat 
race but I didn't leave enough free 
play," said Larry Ward. “Once it got 
hot it started slipping. Maybe I was 
thinking about that instead of the race 
when I fell." 

Three laps after the spill Larry Ward 

lost second-place to Jeff Ward just after 
the steep finish line tabletop. 
"Maybe Larry got a little tired or 
something," said Jeff Ward. ''I 
thought about going after Stanton, but 
he was already long gone. You could 
tell he knew that I was in second 
because he rode really hard to get a 
lead." 

Indeed he did. At the checkered flag 
Stanton possessed a lead of 18 seconds, 
down about seven from his largest lead 
time of 25 seconds after 18 laps. Jeff 
Ward finished a comfortable five 
seconds ahead of Larry Ward. Kied-

rowski was four more seconds back in 
fourth, while Bayle worked up to 
finish fifth over Everts and Schmit. 

Albertijn survived a five-lap battle 
with LaRocco to record eighth place 
while Button rounded out the top 10 
and had the distinction of being the 
last rider to be lapped by Stanton. The 
top two Japanese pilots at the finish 
were Ohtsuka in llth right in front 
of Takagi. 

Dymond couldn't match Matiase- 
vich's rags-to-riches ride of '90 and 
pulled out after misjudging a whoop 
section and falling again. Van den 
Berk pulled out for unspecified reasons 
after 15 laps. 

During the trophy presentation 
Larry Ward was in the middle of an 
interview with the announcer when 
the National Anthem was played. 

“Wait ’til the song's over," Larry 
Ward said politely. 

"I've ridden this whole series," he 
said moments later. "I've diced with 
Bayle, I've beaten Stanton, and had a 
great series. I feel really good about 
next year. Suzuki's giving me a second 
chance and I want to keep it together 
from now on. This is my first time 
on the podium in Japan; I plan on 
staying up here all year long." 

“I just started training again 10 days 
ago," admitted Jeff Ward. “It feels 
really good to come out here and feel 





as good as I did. By the time the season 
comes around in January I should do 
really well.” 

On the podium Stanton was handed 
a check for the equivalent of about 
$3000, a relatively small purse for a 
race of this magnitude, though his 
show money made the trip much more 
lucrative. 

“Tve regrouped and I feel like I'm 
ready to get back some titles," said 
Stanton. “It’s been a long year for me; 
I've already ridden 49 races and I still 
have a few more to go. I've been here 
for a week testing. But I learned a lot 
this year and I'm hoping to use that 
to get my championships back. I see 


this as the kick-off for 1992.” €N

Cold turkey

ong! That's the way riders used

run. 

But after this year’s 450-mile event, 
the first word on everybody’s lips 
wasn't “long,” it was “cold.” 

Temperatures hovered around 40 
degrees for most of the journey. Winds 
blew atan icy 35 mph and snow flurries 
ushered the riders into the overnight 
stop at Barstow. 

“Tt was freezing cold and the wind 
was. blowing so bad in places you 
couldn't see, but it was still a fun ride,” 
said Bob Tartter. “How cold can you 
be when you're riding and having 
fun?“ 

Despite forecasts of cold, windy 
weather, nearly 400 dual sport riders 
signed up for this year’s LA-to-B-to- 
V, which was organized by AMA/ 
District 37 dual sport coordinator Jim 
Pilon. The Event, which is fast becom- 
ing a Thanksgiving weekend tradi- 
tion, drew U.S. riders from as far away 





as Virginia. Three entries from Japan 
showed that the event is also getting 
international recognition. 

“We are very interested in this ride. 
I came here in ’89 and told them about 
it, so now they come with me," said 
motorcycle importer, Hiroaki Muto, 
who acted as translator for the trio. “I 
want to finish this time.” 

The riders were as varied as their 
hometowns, ranging from 15-year-old 
Jeff Flanders, who rode with a learner's 
permit in his back pocket, to 71-year- 
old Wayne Walburn, who made the 
1300 mile trip from the state of 
Washington to join the fun. Even nine- 
year-old Dustin Rauchey completed 
the course, riding behind his father 
Terry Rauchey. 

The temperature was jut 32 degrees 
when sign-up opened at 6 a.m. on the 
day after Thanksgiving in the north 
Los Angeles suburb of Lake View 
Terrace. 

The riders were bundled up like the 
Michelin man to ward off the cold and

the lineup included more face masks 
than a western movie. Cold-blooded 


motorcycles had to be pushed or towed . 


to fire for the pre-ride sound test and 
riders began learning the dual-sport 
shuffle — step, slap your arms Dke a 
penguin, stop, slap — to keep warm 
in the sound-test line. 

With 180 miles to cover on the first 
day's run, there was not time to wait 
for the sun, and riders began heading 
out before first light. 

They rode in small groups 一 usu- 
ally two or three riders together, with 
a few tandem entries scattered among 
them. Patrick and Rene Hein travelled 
from the Seattle area to ride two-up 
for the fourth year in a row. 

“We came all the way down for the 
ride. We came to see family too, but 
the ride came first," said Rene. The 
ride also marked the first anniversary 
for the couple, who got married in Las 
Vegas at the end of last year's LA-to- 
B-to-V. 

Some of the riders travelled light 
with only a fannypack, while others 
tied huge bundles on the bike and 
looked as if they planned to camp out 
for a week. 

Riding gear ranged from the flashy 
pink jacket of an industry rider to the 
mottled green of a camouflage suit, 
and mounts ran the gamut from Terry 
Pratt’s 1970 Triumph to the bulk of 
a Paris-Dakar model BMW. Matt 
Sweeney and Lucinda Strub even 
campaigned a side-hack for the second 
day of the bi-state trek. 

The roll-charted route led the riders 
into the Angeles National Forest, 
where a series of little-used roads kept 
them on their toes for the first 20 miles. 
Scattered rocks as big as basketballs 
and off-camber turns combined with 
thick dust and the low angle of the 
rising sun to keep speeds down, and 
most of the riders were too busy to 
appreciate the spectacular views of the 


H 





Los Angeles basin and the Antelope 
Valley provided by the ridge-top run. 
The challenge continued with a roller- 
coaster ride down Alimony Ridge to 
the Little Rock Dam and on into an 
easy/hard split that took experienced 
riders through groves of yellow aspens 
on the way up to the lunch stop at 
Wrightwood. ; 

“We got a new definition of cold 
when we got up there,” said a veteran 
dual sport rider. “You know it’s cold 
when you see them making snow when 
you ride past the local ski resort.” 

Dark clouds began rolling in as the 
riders left the mountains and headed 
across the desert floor towards the third 
en-route check in Victorville. It was 
full speed ahead as they raced to stay 
in front of the ominous clouds, but 
for some of them, full-speed didn’t 
amount to much. 

In a bid to take “smallest bike” 
honors, Jerry Brenneman was sporting 
a Yamaha DT50. “It’s kind of a hard 
ride on this thing,” Brenneman admit- 
ted. “With the wind blowing, going 
up any slight incline I almost came 
to a complete stop. And it’s pretty 
tough in the sand." 

The black clouds caught up. with 
some of the riders as they hurried 
towards the last check of the day in 
Barstow and the wind increased until 
even the larger displacement bikes 
were feeling the strain. 

“We had to be going into a 50 mile 
per hour wind and there was a little 
snow squall. It was all you could do 
to go 50 miles per hour flat out," said 
nine-time National Enduro Cham- 
pion Dick Burleson. 

"It got pretty damn miserable at 
times," said Damon Powell, president, 
of Team Dual Dogs dual sport club. 
“You could see the sun over on the 
hills so you'd rush over towards it, but 
by the time you got to it, it would be 
crappy over there too.” 
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Extremely cold and windy weather conditions called for some serious bundling up.

But as the riders swapped stories at 
the end of day one and warmed up with 


the dual sport shuffle, there was no . 


talk of quitting. d 

“We're just trying to decide what to 
wear tomorrow," said Del Amo Yama- 
ha’s Roy Coe. “I’m already wearing 
long johns, sweats — just about 
everything I own." 

Recommendations for beating the 
cold included wearing a trash bag, duct 
taping the foam around the goggles, 
putting jet ski gloves inside riding 
gloves, and getting off and pushing the 
bike to increase the body temperature 
whenever things got too bad. One of 
the most popular suggestions was 
swapping bikes with a BMW owner 
equipped with heated hand grips and 
an electric vest. 

Day two’s weather was just as 
challenging. A blanket wind warning 
had been issued for the high desert and 
local radio stations were broadcasting 
wind chill warnings that would take 
Las Vegas temperatures down into the 
teens. Even tackling the freeway in a 





dual sport chase vehicle became an 
adventure. 

“Going through Baker was the 
worst,” reported Beverly Tartter, who 
was following her husband in a van. 
“There was so much dirt going across 
the road there it was like fog and 
everyone had their headlights on. The 
wind was pushing the van around and 
the buses were out there still driving 
like crazy. They’re doing about 80 and 
they're all over the road.” 

Day two began with a run along the 
northern edge of Lucerne Valley. The 
course followed parts of the traditional 
Check Chase desert race and headed 
into a tricky sand wash section near 


: the petroglyphs. 


“The sand was certainly challenging 
for us, but it was fun,” said BMW rider 
Harry Brattin, who was hugging his 
engine affectionately while trying to 
get warm. “‘It’s a ritual everytime we 
stop. These things make great hand 
warmers,” Brattin explained. 

The course paralleled Highway 40 
on the way to check point one at

Ludlow and the wind started to howl. 
Drifting sand obscured the course and 
the riders followed orange and red 
ribbon tied to bushes to stay on track. 
"Now I know what it’s like to ride 
the Paris-Dakar (rally)," said Honda 
XR600 pilot Terry Nichols, who first 
rode cross country from Barstow to 
Las Vegas in 1966 as part of the 
recently outlawed B-to-V Hare & 
Hound race. “It was a real adventure 
today. In a lot of places you couldn't 
see two feet in front of your face. But 
I wouldn't miss it for the world." 
The route chart suggested a stop 


.for lunch where Cima Road meets 


Highway 15 and the riders took a 
welcome break after a monotonous 
drone through a desert tortoise area. 
“We came down 40 miles of graded, 
wide road with a 30 mile per hour 
speed limit. How exciting can that 
be?" said Honda pilot, Richard 
Jackson. “I think they kept the speed 
down so we wouldn't hurt any tor- 
toises, but it's too cold for them to 
be about," said Bob Tartter. “If they 
have any sense they should all be 
hibernating in this weather.” 

The riders followed the tortoises’ 
lead and took shelter in the store at 
Cima Road and used American Hon- 
da’s support truck to block the wind 
as they worked on their bikes. 

“We're out there to help support 
dual sport," said Chuck Miller, 
Honda’s West Coast Activity Coor- 
dinator, who spent two days chang- 
ing tires, lubing chains and handing 
out spare parts to anyone who needed 
them, whether they rode a Honda or 
not. “We're trying to help build dual 
sport and support those riders who 
are riding B-to-V the legal way. If we 
have what they need we'll give it to 
them, no matter what they're riding.” 

And the riding went on, no matter 
what. Ron Cash, who paralyzed his 
right arm 11 years ago, reached the 
Cima Road check without dropping 
his “left-hand drive Honda XL600.”’ 
“My buddy had to pick his bike up 
after he went looking for tortoises 
head first," said Cash. “He didn't 
find any.” 

"Im having trouble keeping up 
with him," his buddy laughed, as he 
followed the Honda pilot into the next 
section of the course. Daryl and Dana 
Creasy were in the running for the 
"Best Dressed Brothers on BMWs" 
award when they hit Cima Road in 
their still-spotless one-piece riding 
suits. “This is the first organized dual 
sport event we've done," said Daryl. 
"We're riding along with a 15 to 20 





degree list in the wind and these things 
are a bear in sand, but we're having 
a lot of fun." 

The course crossed the freedway at 
Cima Road then joined. the old B-to- 
V race course for a nostalgia-filled run 
through the rocky terrain to the 
California/Nevada border. Another 
check point waited at Cactus Kate’s 
Casino, and then the final stretch to 
the glitter and glitz of Las Vegas began. 

“We were almost there — we could 
see the lights, when we got our second* 
flat tire," Rene Hein reported. “We got 
the first one on Saturday and it was 
funny because in all the times we’ve 
done this ride, we’ve never had one 
before.” i 

Even without problems, the 277- 
mile second day was long. “It’s pretty 
much dawn to dusk. We'll probably 
finish in the dark tonight," said Candy 
Hateley, who was riding the event for 
the fourth time. "You have to be a 
hardy soul in this kind of weather.” 

But despite the cold and the wind, 
the riders' enthusiasm continued all 
the way to the finish line on the Las 
Vegas strip. “This year continued the 
tradition of every ride being better and 
more fun than the year before," said 
Loren Fancy. 

The riders turned out for more fun 
at the awards ceremony on Sunday 
morning. Prizes included plaques for 
the oldest and youngest participants, 
and for high and low hands in the 
poker game and board game played at 
check points along the way. 

There were special manufacturer's 
awards — hats for BMW riders and ATK 
Bike Shoes for all ATK riders, and rider 
numbers were drawn for an impressive 
array of donated merchandise that 
included Shoei helmets, a Hein 
Gericke off-road jacket, tires and a 
range of motorcycle products and 
service discounts. 

One of the happy prize winners was 
District 37 President, Phil Halcomb, 
who helped lay out the Thanksgiving 
weekend street ride from L.A. to Las 
Vegas, but opted to ride the dual sport 
route instead. “I know where the fun's 
at," said Halcomb. “If I have my 
choice, I ride the dirt instead of the 
street every time.” 

But the biggest smiles of the wee- 
kend were worn by Kelly Callan and 
Don Williams. “We got in (to Las 
Vegas) early and decided to get mar- 
ried,” Callan explained. 

"It's the best of the four (LA-to-B- 
to-V) rides I've done," said Williams. 
"I rode up with my girlfriend and I'll 
drive back with my wife.” CN

a suggested retail price of $3249, the 
GS500E is a real bargin. 

The GS500E has been around for a 
while. It was introduced in the spring 
of 1989 with the entry level, or budget- 
minded rider, who still wants that racy 
and sporty look, in mind. 

In order to keep the price down, the 
GS500E doesn’t feature too many high 
tech items, and that includes its four- 
stoke motor. It.actually began life in 
the mid-1970s as a 400cc mill in the 
GS400 model, then grew to 425cc in 
1979, then 450cc in 1980. It wasn't until 
1989 when it matured into a 487cc, air- 
cooled, two-valve-per-cylinder (shim- 
type), DOHC, in-line twin for the 
GS500. Over the years, however, the 
motor took on many various mechan- 
ical changes, so it doesn’t have much 
in common with the original 400cc 
motor. Only the basic design is still 
there. 

Handling the carburetion chores are 
two 33mm Mikuni Sling Shot-type 
carbs, while directing the spent gasses 





from the cylinder is a two-into-one 
exhaust system with a single stainless 
steel covered muffler body. The motor 
also features a crankshaft counterba- 
lancer to reduce engine vibration, an 
automatic cam chain tensioner and a 
wet sump lubrication system. 

Power is transferred to the rear wheel 
via a six-speed, constant mesh 
transmission. 

For a relatively standard motor 
design, the “little” GS has plenty of 
get-up-and-go. The meat of the power- 
band is concentrated in the low- to 
midrange, so there’s no problem 
pulling cars off the line at intersections 
or responding to twists of the throttle 
when ducking in and out of traffic. 
In fact, the GS churns out enough 
power off the bottom so that it’s a blast 
to simply click through its six gears 
in a hurry by short-shifting. At higher 
rpm, the power begins to sign off and 
it feels a little on the slow side. 

Because of its two-valve-per-cylinder 
design, the GS is a fairly slow revver, 
unlike the more advanced four-valve 
motors. 

The GS is geared well for both city 
and highway riding. Sixth gear is tall 
enough to keep up with the flow of 
traffic on the highways, even if the flow 
is travelling over the 65 mph speed 
limit on rural interstates. Very little 
vibration is felt through the handleb- 
ars and chassis. 


Downshifting the GS feels a little 
strange. It requires a little extra 
pressure on the shift lever, and the GS 
has a tendency to get stuck in neutral 
between first and second gears. When 
this happens, even more pressure is 
needed on the lever in order to find 
first gear. ; 

Similar to many of the sport bikes 
on the market, the GS features a 


-perimeter-design, square-tube frame. 


Although the design of the frame is 
considered ''high-tech," the steel 
material is not, whereas many of the 
perimeter frames on more serious sport 
bikes are constructed of lightweight 
and more costly aluminum. 

Suspension-wise, the GS500E uses a 
single-shock, linkage design at the 
rear, and a conventional telescopic, 
coil spring, oil damped fork up front. 
Both the shock and fork are built by 
Kayaba. 

The shock features 7-way adjustable 
spring preload, and like the fork, has 
no external compression or rebound 
damping adjustments. 





Overall, the GS’s suspension isn’t 
one of its stronger points. Our test unit 
was set up way too soft up front and 
a tad too stiff in the back. The fork 
is very easy to bottom, especially when 
turning onto driveways and hitting 
parking lot speed bumps. Luckily it 
has a generous 6.1 inches of ground 
clearance. Also, when riding over the 
dome-shaped reflective bumps used to 
define traffic lanes on the highways, 
it feels as though you’re riding over 
bricks. 

Thanks to its short 55.5-inch wheel- 
base, low 31.1-inch seat height, rela- 
tively light 373-pound weight, and 
well-balanced chassis, the GS handles 
extremely well. It corners lightening 
quick, is simple to move around on, 
and maneuvers through traffic like it’s 
on tracks. And to top that off, both 
front and rear disc brakes are super 
strong, especially the large double- 
piston disc up front. 

The GS fits the bill for rider comfort. 
The seat is fairly wide and flat, and 
we had no complaints on long com- 
mutes. The seat/handlebar/footpeg 
relationship falls nicely in between the 


cramped sport bike and spacious 
cruiser configuration, so it should 
appeal to a wide variety of shapes and 
sizes of riders. If you don’t like the bend 
of the stock handlebar, it is easily 
replaceable. The GS uses a basic one- 
piece handlebar design, similar to 
those found on dual sport and off-road 
motorcycles, but without the crossbar. 

Instrumentation is pretty standard: 
separate tach and speedometer/odome- 
ter/tripmeter, as well as basic info 
readouts, such as neutral, turn, oil and 
high-beam light indicators. The GS 
uses a push-to-cancel turn switch. 

A single circular halogen headlight 
provides plenty of light for night 
riding. The beam is very wide, which 
comes in handy when leaning the bike 
over for turns. 

The stylish gas tank, which features 
a flush-mount, flip-up filler cap, holds 
4.0 gallons (including reserve) and the 
“main” tank provides for approxi- 
mately 150 miles worth of highway and

city riding before the reserve capacity 
has to be called on. That calculates to 
approximately 37.5 mpg. 

As far as styling, the GS500E is an 
extremely good looking motorcycle. It 
has racy lines and the perimeter frame 
and white-painted three-spoke wheels 
give it a modern and somewhat high- 
tech look. There is one blemish, 
however, and that’s the motor. It’s 
downright ugly. The huge, bulky 
engine cases and outdated-looking 
cylinders don’t strike the right chord 
with us. If there’s one bike that could 
use a full fairing to cover up the 
engine, it would be the GS500E. 
Unfortunately, this would also 
increase price. 

The '92 GS500E is available in red 
with white, and purple with pink, and 
Suzuki offers a few optional accesso- 
ries, including a headlight cowling, a 
lower cowling, tank cover, soft luggage 
and a storage cover: It also comes with 
a 12-month unlimited mileage 
warrantly. 

Although it was difficult to get 
excited about testing the GS500E, the 
more we got to know the bike, the more 
we began to like it (even the purple 
and pink color scheme). Quite simply, 
the GS doesn’t do anything we really 
didn’t like. Instead, it’s comfortable, 
it handles well, the motor is perky, the 
brakes are strong, the transmission 
works acceptably, it’s perfect for 
beating traffic, it’s a blast on the 
twisties, it gets great gas mileage, it 
looks good and, best of all. . . . 

It’s cheap! CN

Aaron Wasnea scored the victory.in the 125cc 
Novice class during round three of the 
California Racing Club's Sponsor Series held 
at Los Angeles County Raceway.

While being the lone pro rider Friday night, 
Daily still managed to dazzle the spectators, 
as well as frustrating the combined Interme- 
diate riders, causing many on hand to ask,

Well, ae En Oregon speedster Tony 
Graves did twice so far during this young 
season, but Graves, nor any other pro was on 
hand to challenge Daily, undoubtably Oreg- 
on's top arenacross rider. 

On Friday night Daily scored his first of 
two wins by topping Intermediates Devin Roe 
and Kevin McCarthy in the 250cc ranks. 

His next win came after doing likewise to 
a full field of 125cc Intermediates, led by Ryan 
Hagemann, the Intermediate winner in moto 
one, and Chad Askew, who followed Daily 
in moto two for the Intermediate overall win 
ahead of Roe's 4-1 and Eric Rogers' 3-3. 

Daily's toughest race of the weekend was 
in the combined 250cc Pro/Intermediate class. 
KTM USA's Gary Beyer and Intermediate 
class front-runner Roe were on hand, makin 
things much tougher for Daily. Daily did, 
however, top both motos with relative ease. 
Beyer hounded Daily for the first few laps, 
but cased a double jump and slowed in the 
later stages of the first moto. Moto two was 
a carbon copy of the first with Daily and Beyer 
putting on a good show for the spectators, 
who braved the arctic temperatures to come 
out and cheer on their favorite riders. 

Roe picked up the Intermediate win for a 
sweep of the class throughout the weekend. 

Perhaps the best race all weekend was the 
125cc Pro/Intermediate class on Saturday 
night. Daily shot out of the gate and never 
looked back to witness the incredible battles 
waging behind him. Kawasaki rider Tony 
Renfro held the top Intermediate spot until 
Hagemann motored by late in the moto, but 
catching Daily was slim, at best, for the young 
Cycle Country-sponsored rider. 

‘Moto two saw Daily leading Hagemann, 
Renfro, Chris Paterson, Askew and Roe. Just 
like he did all weekend, Daily opened up a 
huge deficit on the competition to post a 
perfect eight-for-eight sweep. Hagemann held 
off Paterson to pick up the Intermediate win.

and Pershing Counties. The race would also 
be a way to commemorate the toughest section 
of the California Trail, a 40 mile section so 
nasty that 953 pioneers died on it in the 1850s 
and 60s. 

Sun Valley GP promoter Ron Dillon 
attempted to head the event, but he lived in 
Idaho which was 400 miles north. After 18 
months of kicking the event idea around, 
Dillon approached Western States Racing and 
the event sprang to life. A 50/50 partnership 
was formed with Dillon rounding up sponsors 


‘and funding, and WSRA laying out the 


course. 

For the first year, organizers decided to hold 
the race on the weekend before Thanksgiving, 
just in case Barstow-to-Vegas staged a 
comeback. 

WSRA laid out a fast, fun and easy 113- 
mile course. Riders camped and signed up in 
Fallon at the County Fairgrounds. A Friday 
night scrambles/TT was field in the rodeo 
area, and Donald Franklin proceeded to smoke 
the Expert field. After a Saturday morning 
riders meeting in town, riders received a police 
escort out of town five miles to the starting 
area. Hundreds of enthusiastic spectators 
lined the city streets to cheer on the 242 riders. 
Despite recent rain there was still some dust, 
so riders were started in timed rows of 10 riders 
each at 30 second intervals. This made for 
some intense racing, but kept things safe. The 
only injuries reported were a broken leg and 
a broken arm and both riders were treated and 
released. 

Searle roared into the lead within a few 
miles, never to be seen again. Following into 
the first gas at 40 miles were Franklin, Brown, 
Tom Barbero and Brad Holcomb. In the 125cc 
class Edd Price and Dana Van Stee were within 
60 seconds of each other at the first gas, 
running seventh and ninth overall. Most of 
the 242 racers were novice riders, the Vet C 
class had 47 riders alone!) This caused the 
first 30 or so riders to really pull out front, 
and most of the knock-down, drag-out racing 
was back in the 30s and 40s overall, as the 
novices duked it out. Wayne Baker was leading 
the Vet Novices on his Yamaha WR500, but 
he hit a huge rock just before gas two, 
flattening his rear tire and ripping his rear 
brake off. Dazed but unhurt, Baker remounted 
to finish 52nd overall and second in the class. 
Vet Novice winner, Fred Wiechers rode 
smooth and smart to finish 30th overall. 

Searle covered the 113-mile course in 2:22.07 
for a speed average of 48 mph. The course 
was fast, rolling, sandy roads and trails to gas 
one, then riders crossed under the freeway and 
entered some tighter, rockier and more 
technical terrain. Coming down out of the 
hills to gas two, Searle was long gone, 
followed by Franklin and Brown. Dana Van 
Stee had pushed past Edd Price to inherit the 
125cc class lead in seventh overall. Riders 
crossed back under the freeway for a sandy 
rollercoaster ride to the finish in Lovelock.

MILLFIELD, OH, NOV. 24 

Terry Cunningham and Jeff Russell captured 
the overall victory at the 8th Annual Team 
Hare Scrambles World Championship in 
Millfield.

By the end of the first lap, 
Conner and Russell battled to the front ahead 
of Blackwell. Russell was able to pass Conner 
and opened up a three-second lead by the 
second lap. 

National Enduro Champion, Russell and 
Conner maintained the pace until the rider 
change, where Russell s teammate Terry 
Cunningham and Conner's partner Scott 
Plessinger came out of the pits with Plessinger 
in front. Plessinger held the lead for over half 
a lap until he hit a tree branch and suffered 
a cut on his forehead, forcing him to pull 
out. That left Blackwell and teammate Gary 
Roach to chase the leaders, while the Doug 
Deaton/Steve McSwain team battled with 
Michael Burk/Craig Jones for third. 

Blackwell/Roach continued to chip away 
at the leader’s advantage, but Cunningham 
and Russell led the field into the last half hour 
when all the excitement took place. 

"I had a comfortable pace which made it 
easy to hold on to the y and then I tangled 
with a lapped rider, letting Blackwell catch 
up to me," said Russell. 

Blackwell began to look for a way around 
Russell and thought he saw an opening when 
Russell had to work his way around another 
lapped rider. Blackwell tried to cut under 
Russell to move him off the line but Blackwell 
couldn't make the turn, hitting Russell and 
sending both riders to the ground. Russell's 
ankle got caught between the two bikes and 
Blackwell ran off with a 20-second lead when 
Russell had to place the team's chances in 
Cunningham's hands. Cunningham caught
